Taken 
together, the screen versions of 
these books, like the books them- 
selves, will’ present a truer’ pic- 
ture of the great events culmin- 
ating in the Reign of Terror than 
can be presented by either book 
or either film alone. It is, there- 
fore, fortunate that these con- 
comitant subjects are to be avail- 
able during the same season.
